Ollawa, June 6.——The second ses- 
sion of Canada’s twelfth parliament 
in many ways the most remarkable 
since confederation, came to a dra- 
matic conelusion today. Prorogation 
day is usually quiet, the chief interest 
altuching to the military display 
which marks the closing ceremonies 
Yoday the developments and discus 
sions within the walls of parliament 
were so interesting that the fuss and 
feathers were practically forgotten by 
those closely associated with the pro 
ceedings, although the populace 
turned out in considerable nunibers 
to see Deputy Governor-General Fitz 
puick arrive with the usual escort 
‘bev were scattered sirortly after by 
a sharp downpour of rain 

fhe most interesting development 
eccurred at the morning sitting when 
there was a sharp final debate on 
the naval question and a pronounce 
ment by Premier Borden as to the 
future auction of the government ib 
view of the fact that the naval bill 
hus been killed by the senate. 

Mr. Borden unnounced that, as 
suming that the cable despatches stat 
ing that Mr. Churehill proposes t 
huild three additional ships is eor- 
rect, perliament would again be ask- 
ed to voie the thirty-five millions and 
the ships would be purchased for the 
vee of Ilis Majesty.

It fs pointed out in the press that he 
resigned his position as Liberal whip 
in the House of Commons when the 
Marconi contract first came up tor 
discussion in parliament and that he 
was raised to the peerage on his re- 
signation, He then went to America 
on business, where he has since re- 
nitined, maintaining silence concern- 
ing the Marconi troubles. 

Lord Mutray of Elibunk, who was 
to have been cailed to give evidence 
before the parliamentary committee, 
went across the Atlantic in March and 
cn May 2nd Was in Bogota, Columbia.

ARCTIC CONTIAENT | 


Stefansson Believes it Lies North of 
Alaska and Northeast of Siberia, 
Kut His Main Object is to Gather 
Comprehensive Scientific Data Re- 
garding Vast Unexplored Area, 

Victoria, June 5—The Stefansson 
Arctic expedition, which is due to sail 
shortly, will be the most elaborately 
equipped of any yet sent north for 
scientific research. Mr, Stefansson 
plans to find the hypothetical Arctic 
continent which he believes to lie 
north of Western Canada, north of 
Alaska and northeast of Siberia, but 
his main object will be to gather com- 
prehensive scientific data about the 
Vust unexplored area 
whether he finds land or not, The 
expedition will be back by the fal! of 
1916 at the very latest, 

During his stay in the Arctic, Stef- 
ansson will be for 4, long time in touch 
by wireless telegraph with the two 
most important meteorological sta- 
tions in the northern hemisphere at 
Iceland and n the Aluetian Islands, to 
which he hopes to furnish daily mes- 
suges, thus providing among other 
things, a means of predicting storms 
from the north, a matter of the ut- 
most importance to nayigation in the 
northern oceans, According to the 
final plans as outlined by Stefansson, 
it a8 not unlikely that his expedition 
and that of Captain Roald Amundsen, 
discoverer of the South Pole, who 
will set out a year later with a simi- 
lar object in view, may meet in the 
midst of the Arctic night.
